We  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Bishop's  Stortford  Urban  Districto 

Local  Government  Re-organisation  provides  an  opportunity  to  make  some 
comment  on  the  development  of  environmental  health  care  in  the  town,,  A 
Board  of  Health  for  Bishop's  Stortford  was  set  up  in  1867  followed,  some 
twenty  years  later  by  a health  department  to  care  for  East  Hertfordshire 
and  Essex  Combined  Districtso  Stansted,  Essex,  withdrew  from  this 
department  in  1930,  followed  in  1948  by  Bishop's  Stortfordo  Since  then. 
Bishop's  Stortford  Public  Health  Department  has  been  autonomouso 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  the  adjusted  Birth  Rate  for  Bishop's 
Stortford  Urban  District  in  1972  was  the  same  as  the  adjusted  Death  Rate, 
11 o1  per  1,000o  It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  graphs  that  this 
phenomenom  last  occurred  in  the  early  1930'So  The  Birth  Rate  graph  read- 
ily shows  the  effects  of  prosperity  and  stress  on  the  communityo  The 
Death  Rate,  while  it  has  fallen  somewhat,  has  varied  remarkably  little 
during  the  century®  The  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  Bishop's 
Stortford  Urban  District  of  1897  mentions  deaths  over  the  age  of  forty- 
one  years  in  much  the  same  way  as  today  we  speak  of  deaths  over  the  age  of 
sixty-five  years®  The  Death  Rate  among  young  people  was  largely  attribu- 
table to  a high  Infant  Mortality  Rate®  In  1897  this  rate  was  83®?  per 
1,000  live  births;  in  1972  only  18  per  1,000®  The  change  in  the  Infant 
Mortality  Rate,  while  due  in  part  to  advances  in  medical  science,  is  also 
the  result  of  an  improved  standard  of  living®

Problems  of  Seuage  Disposal  in  the  187D's  were  resolued  by  the 
opening  of  a Sewage  Farm  on  forty-two  acres  of  land  purchased  for  the 
sum  of  £3,750.  This  land  is  still  in  use. 

At  the  turn  of  the  century  councillors  were  greatly  concerned 
about  the  Isolation  Hospital  facilities  and  we  read  in  the  Council 
minutes  of  the  'pros  and  cons'  of  sharing  facilities  with  neighbouring 
authorities.  I'lany  of  the  arguments  put  forward  at  that  time  could 
well  be  applied  to  the  present  controversy  on  our  hospital  facilities. 

We  extend  our  good  wishes  for  a happy  retirement  to  fir,  A.L,  Good 
who  left  the  department  in  1972  after  twenty-four  years  service  with 
the  Council,  He  gave  freely  of  his  time  and  skills  and  we  greatly 
appreciated  this. 

The  flembers  and  Officers  of  the  Council  supported  the  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  throughout  the  year.

PRDV/ISION  OF  MEDICAL  AND  ANCILLARY  SERVICES 

GENERAL  PRACTITIONER  SERVICES 

These  are  prowided  by  11  practitioners  working  in  three 
practices*  Two  of  these  practices  are  of  the  group  type  and  the 
third  is  a single-handed  practice.  Health  Uisitors  and  District  Nurse/ 
nidwives  are  attached  to  each  of  the  practices. 

Dental  treatment  is  provided  by  five  practices. 

Pharmaceutical  services  are  provided  by  six  chemists. 

HOSPITAL  SERVICES 

These  services  are  provided  by  the  North-East  fletropolitan 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  are  administered  by  the  Harlow  Group 
Hospital  Hanagement  Committee, 

The  majority  of  hospital  cases  in  the  Urban  District  of 
Bishop's  Stortford  are  accommodated  in  the  Herts,  and  Essex  General 
Hospital  (364  beds)  and  the  Bishop's  Stortford  and  District  Hospital 
(53  beds).  At  the  present  moment,  unfortunately,  50  beds  (12  in 
the  Bishop's  Stortford  & District  Hospital,  38  in  the  Herts.  & Essex 
Hospital)  are  not  in  use  due  to  a shortage  of  nursing  staff. 

Staff  of  all  the  disciplines  involved  in  modern  hospital 
practice  have  become  increasingly  difficult  to  obtain  in  this  area. 

The  Housing  difficulties  of  the  district  have  contributed  consider- 
ably to  this  situation. 

The  Hospital  authorities  provide  facilities  which  enable  the 
Family  Planning  Association  to  run  evening  clinics.

1972  was  notable  as  the  year  in  which 
the  local  branch  of  the  National 
Association  for  the  Flentally  Handicapped, 
opened  "Grove  Cottage",  as  a day  and 
evening  centre  for  the  mentally  handi- 
capped of  all  ages,  I understand  that 
such  centres  are  few  in  this  country  and 
our  local  association  is  to  be  congrat- 
ulated on  this  great  achievement.  Their 
work  was  helped  both  practically  and 
financially  by  many  of  the  town's 
organisations,  notably  the  Bishop's 
Stortford  Round  Table, 
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VOLUNTARY  SERVICES; 

(Cont*d. ) The  facilities  for  the  retired  people  of 

the  town  improved  greatly  in  the  year 
under  review,  A luncheon  club  run  by 
the  U.R.V.S,,  was  established  at  the 
Rhodes  Centre,  The  club  meets  twice 
weekly  and  provides  about  80  meals  on 
each  occasion.  This  venture  has  proved 
popular  and  there  is  a waiting  list  for 
places  at  the  club. 

Several  of  the  town's  primary  schools 
share  their  lunch  table  with  retired 
people.  This  arrangement  helps  to 
bridge  the  "generation  barriers"  our 
society  is  so  fond  of  erecting, 

"neals  on  Wheels",  organised  by  the 
liJ,RoV,S.,  continue  to  provide  meals  for 
the  housebound.  Approximately  75  meals 
are  provided  on  three  days  of  the  week.

MORTALITY  TABLE  - P1AIN  CAUSES  OF  DEATH 


There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  (23) notified  during 
the  year.  The  crude  death  rate  was  9 per  1,000  population,  a figure 
which  compares  favourably  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  (12.1  per 
1,000  population)^  and  the  rate  for  Hertfordshire  (9»5  psT*  1,000  population), 

30%  of  the  deaths  notified  occurred  before  the  age  of  65  years. 

This  figure  shows  a decrease  of  14%  on  the  figures  for  the  previous  year. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  all  but  2 of  the  accidental  deaths 
notified,  occurred  in  the  younger  age  group.  Most  of  this  year's 
accidental  deaths  were  attributable  to  motor  vehicle  accidents. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  still  cause  the  greatest 
number  of  deaths  in  the  area  but  in  1972  the  majority  of  deaths  among  the 
middle-aged  resulted  from  malignant  disease, 

INFANT  AND  PERINATAL  NORTALITY 


The  Infant  flortality  Rate  for  Bishop's  Stortford  in  1972  was  18  per 
1,D00  live  births.  This  figure  is  greater  than  the  rate  for  Hertford- 
shire (13,4  per  1,D0D)  but  close  to  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales 
(17,2  per  1,000),  However,  the  Perinatal  Nortality  Rate  of  18  per  1,000 
compares  favourably  with  both  the  Hertfordshire  figure  of  19,6  per  1,000 
and  the  England  and  Wales  rate  of  21,7  per  1,000. 

When  the  new  Local  Government  District  is  formed  in  1974  such 
figures  will  have  more  significance  as  the  numbers  involved  will  be  much 
greater  and  will,  therefore,  be  less  likely  to  show  the  wild 
fluctuations  we  have  seen  in  these  rates  in  Bishop's  Stortford  over  the 
last  few  years. 

Five  infant  deaths  were  recorded,  two  of  which  were  attributed  to 
severe  congenital  malformation  and  three  to  prematurity.

PREWALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 

Notification  of  the  following  infectious  diseases  were  received  during  the 
year  . 
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Infectious  Diseases 


There  uas  a marked  increase  in  notifiable  diseases,  caused  entirely  by 
an  outbreak  of  measles  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  This  outbreak  con- 
tinued until  the  spring  of  1973.  nost  of  the  children  involved  in  the 
outbreak  had  IMDT  been  vaccinated  against  measles. 

All  three  cases  of  Food-poisoning  occurred  as  an  aftermath  of  holidays 
spent  on  the  shores  of  the  Mediterranean  sea.  It  cannot  be  over- 
emphasized that  great  care  must  be  exercised  in  the  choice  and  preparation 
of  food  eaten  outside  Northern  Europe. 

WENEREAL  DISEASE 

A second  "Special  Clinic"  for  the  treatment  of  Uenereal  Diseases  uas 
opened  at  the  Herts.  & Essex  Hospital  in  late  1972,  to  provide  for  the 
great  increase  that  has  occurred  in  the  incidence  of  these  diseases.

During  1972,  49  cases  of  venereal  disease  attending  this  Clinic  uere 
diagnosed  among  the  residents  of  Bishop's  Stortford.  It  is  probable 
that  many  more  of  the  townspeople  attend  Special  Clinics  elsewhere.  It 
is  well  known  that  this  disease  can  be  cured  relatively  easily  but  it  is 
frequently  forgotten  that  these  diseases  can  also  cause  sterility, 
insanity  and  eventual  death.  One  such  death  is  recorded  earlier  in  this 
report. 

TUBERCULOSIS 
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The  Hass  Radiography  Unit  spent  two  days  in  the  town  in  1972.  During 
these  visits  464  people  were  X-Rayed  and  four  were  recalled  for  further 
investigation.  Two  showed  evidence  of  tuberculosis  requiring  only 
occasional  supervision  and  the  remaining  two  showed  a non-tuberculous  chest 
abnormality.

The  Chief  Chemist  and  Bacteriologist  of  the  Lee  Ualley  Water  Co, 
has  reported  that  in  a sample  of  water  taken  from  the  Toum  durinn  the 
year,  the  fluoride  content  was  less  than  0,2.  parts  per  million. 

Swimming  Pools. 

Seventeen  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  seven  swimming  pools 
in  the  area,  including  three  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  exam- 
ination. All  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory* 

Drainage  and  Sewerage* 

During  1972  work  continued  on  the  new  Sewage  Works  and  Pumping 
Station. 

After  satisfactory  contracts  had  been  drawn  up,  work  commenced  on 
the  Thorley  Sewer,  Cannon's  Mill  Lane  Pumping  Station  and  Hadham  Road 
sewer.  It  is  hoped  that  these  projects  will  all  be  completed  by  1974. 

Some  surface  water  flooding  occurred  in  the  area  of  Beechlands  and 
The  Chase.  This  work  has  now  gone  to  contract  and  work  is  expected  to 
commence  before  the  end  of  1973. 

Oil  pollution  of  the  river  has  been  found  on  several  occasions. 

It  is  thought  to  be  the  result  of  sump  oil  being  placed  in  road  gullies. 
Arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  Council  to  collect  this  oil  and 
dispose  of  it,  thereby  reducing  the  pollution.

DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATI ON 

34  properties  were  disinfested  for  ants,  beetles,  fleas  and  other  insects 
and  84  wasp's  nests  were  destroyed  during  the  yearo  The  wasp's  nests  were 
dealt  with  by  Rentokil  Laboratories  Limited  on  behalf  of  the  Council, 

Complaints  regarding  infestations  of  insects,  which  in  the  past  few 
years  had  become  quite  rare,  now  seem  to  be  fairly  common  and  widespread  in 
houseso  This  is  now  most  noticeable  concerning  complaints  of  fleas,  beetles 
and  antSo  With  regard  to  fleas  this  increase  in  the  number  of  infestations 
reported  and  dealt  with,  seems  to  be  due  to  the  keeping  of  pets  in  houses  for 
most  times  of  the  day  and  night.  Fleas,  beetles  and  ants  also  breed  more 
quickly  in  the  warm,  centrally— heated  modern  houses  of  today,  than  in  the 
comparatively  'cold'  houses  of  past  years.  The  majority  of  these  infest- 
ations can  be  successfully  treated  with  the  correct  use  of  modern  insecti- 
cides. 

Two  Disinfections  were  also  carried  out. 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTIDIM 


Details  of  the  observations  for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1972,  in 
connection  with  the  National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution,  are  given  in  Table  I. 
The  sites  listed  in  this  table  are  all  in  the  same  classification  as 
Bishop's  Stortford  and  this  enables  a comparison  to  be  made  of  the  smoke 
and  sulphur  dioxide  concentrations. 

Table  II  shows  the  average  concentrations  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide 
at  the  two  stations  in  the  town  since  local  recordings  began.  The  amounts 
of  pollution  are  not  very  large  but  it  will  be  noted  that  there  continues 
to  be  a steady  fall  in  smoke  pollution,  although  unfortunately,  sulphur 
dioxide  pollution  remains  fairly  constant. 

Table  III  indicates  the  average  monthly  concentrations  of  smoke  and 
sulphur  dioxide  for  the  year  1972  at  the  two  stations.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERUISIDN  OF  FOOD 


(a)  Food  Hyqieneo 

Thirty-fiue  food  complaints  uere  investigated  during  the  year  and 
a number  of  warning  letters  were  sent*  These  complaints  involved 
bread,  confectionery,  drink,  fish,  fruit,  milk,  pies,  preserves, 
sausage  rolls  and  tinned  foods,  and  concerned  foreign  matter  and 
insects  in  the  foods,  mould  and  general  decomposition  of  the  foods. 

(b ) Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  l/ehicles« 

Regular  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year  to  ensure 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Regulations  which  apply  to 
covered  and  uncovered  markets,  delivery  vehicles,  mobile  shops,  stalls 
and  trading  in  the  open  air  generally, 

(c ) flilk  Supply, 

Nine  samples  of  bottled  milk  and  two  samples  of  cream  were  taken 
in  the  course  of  delivery  to  the  consumer  during  the  year  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  Cambridge  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Details  of  these  samples  are  shown  in  the  table.

flEAT  AND  OTHER  FOOD  INSPECTION. 

(i)  Eleven  premises  are  registered  under  the  Food  and  Drugs,  Act 
1955,  for  the  preparation  and  manufacture  of  preserved  food. 

(ii)  Imported  Food  Regulations,  1968. 

Containeijpation  of  Imported  Food  continues  to  bring  about  increas- 
ing activity  in  this  respect  at  the  United  Kingdom  Cold  Store,  Dunmoiu 
Road.  The  Regulations  allow  for  the  Containers,  in  certain  cases,  to 
pass  through  the  ports  for  examination  at  their  destination  in  this 
Country.  The  Containers,  which  are  refrigerated,  remain  sealed  until 
examination  of  the  contents  is  carried  out  before  being  taken  into  cold 
storage . 

The  type  of  food  consisted  mainly  of  frozen  vegetables,  fruit, 
meat,  poultry  and  the  total  weight  of  food  brought  into  the  Cold  Store 
requiring  inspection  during  the  year  was  a little  over  557  tons. 

Advance  notification  of  the  movement  of  the  containers  is  given  by  the 
appropriate  Port  Health  Authority  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations.
